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Hunt for killer 
on Crimewatch 


THE hunt for Anxiang Du, the man 
accused of murdering the Ding 
family at their home in Wootton, 
is set to feature on BBC's Crime- 
watch next week. 

Mr Du, aged 52, from Coventry, has 
now been on the run for 18 days after he 
allegedly stabbed to death university lec¬ 
turer Jifeng “Jeff” Ding, his wife Helen 

- a teacher at Caroline Chisholm School 

- and their children, Xing, aged 18, and 
Alice, aged 12, on April 29. 

A silver Corsa, thought to have been 
used by Mr Du to flee the bloody crime 
scene in Pioneer Close, Simpson Manor, 
was found close to the Edgware Road, in 
St John’s Wood, London, last Wednesday 

Having carried out a full forensic ex¬ 
amination of the vehicle, police are now 
trawling through hundreds of hours 
of CCTV footage from train and under¬ 
ground stations and cameras close to 
where the car was discovered in a bid to 
track the alleged killer down. 

Yesterday, it emerged producers for 
BBC’s Crimewatch had also been asked 
to help raise the profile of the hunt by 
screening an appeal, to be aired across the 
country, next week. 

A spokesman for the BBC said the ap¬ 
peal would be aired in May’s edition of 
Crimewatch, next Tuesday, if Mr Du was 
still at large. 

It has also emerged murder squad de¬ 
tectives have asked restaurant, hygiene 
and environmental health inspectors 
visiting Chinese herbal remedy centres, 
Chinese supermarkets, takeaways and 
restaurants across the country to be “ex¬ 
tra vigilant” when carrying out checks, 
“particularly when carrying out inspec¬ 
tions and re-visits at premises linked to, 
or within, the Chinese community”. 

Police have said they fear Mr Du may 
be being sheltered by members of the 
Chinese community, possibly in London.

Officers have also spoken to a number of 
national experts on matters ranging from 
searching to forensics. 

Detective Superintendent Glyn Tim¬ 
mins who is leading the investigation, 
said: “Anxiang Du seems to have ‘gone to 
ground’ but someone must know where 
he is. I am asking members of the public 
to cast their minds back to the day of the 
Royal Wedding and think about what they 
were doing on the day.”

THE scale of the task facing the Chron’s 
Kitchen contestants has become appar¬ 
ent, with the release of the menu they 
will have to learn to cook.

Starting with a series of cook-offs on 
Tuesday, June 7, the group will raise 
cash for the Chron and Macmillan Can¬ 
cer Support’s £1.55 million appeal for 
a new blood cancer treatment unit at 
Northampton General Hospital.

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Agencies failed 
to spot abuse 


HEALTH professionals, 
social workers and police 
officers failed to remove a 
baby from a harmful situa¬ 
tion until she had sustained 
life-threatening injuries 
including a fractured skull 
and broken legs, a report 
found. 

The baby girl, identi¬ 
fied only as Child F, was 
referred to health work¬ 
ers with marks and inju¬ 
ries nine times before be¬ 
ing made the subject of an 
emergency protection order 
in March 2009, at the age of 
eight months, when X-rays 
and a CT scan found a skull 
fracture, broken legs and a 
fractured arm. 

Doctors were later able to 
establish the injuries were 
not as the result of acci¬ 
dents. 

A serious case review car¬ 
ried out afterwards - the 
results of which were pub¬ 
lished this week - found 
a catalogue of failings by 
professionals in the eight 
months leading up to the 
intervention, including 
missed signs which should 
have triggered further in-

vestigations into possible 
abuse; a failure to carry out 
anything more than initial 
assessments; a failure by 
police to effectively manage 
and carry out an investiga¬ 
tion when a complaint was 
made; and errors in commu¬ 
nication, practice and pro¬ 
fessional judgement. 

Marks and bruises found 
on the child’s body from the 
age of three weeks old were 
initially attributed to a skin 
condition, and the report 
claims this probable mis-di- 
agnosis influenced the out¬ 
come of subsequent action 
taken. 

It makes eight recommen¬ 
dations for improvement, 
including a multi-agency au¬ 
dit to examine procedures. 

Janet Galley, independent 
chairman of the Local Safe¬ 
guarding Children Board 
Northamptonshire, which 
carried out the review, said 
the report’s recommenda¬ 
tions had been implemented.

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Industrial estate plan 
could create new jobs 


A DEVELOPMENT pro¬ 
posal could bring new 
jobs to the county if it 
is granted by planning 
chiefs. 

West Northampton¬ 
shire Development 
Corporation (WNDC) 
will discuss a planning 
application for the pro¬ 
posed development of 
the existing Royal Oak 
industrial estate in Dav- 
entry, today. 

Ford Motor Company 
Ltd has applied to de¬ 
velop an area in the 
existing site, to provide 


around 28,000 sq metres 
general industrial area, 
storage and distribu¬ 
tion space, offices and 
car parking spaces. 

The proposed develop¬ 
ment should provide em¬ 
ployment opportunities 
for residents and would 
involve the southern 
end of the main Ford 
site on the industrial 
estate. The central site 
has been granted plan¬ 
ning permission for 
previous applications, 
including an area for a 
Ford parts depot in 1966 


and buildings for uses 
such as storage, offices, 
sports club facilities in 
the 1970s and 1980s. 

The report notes that 
no noise assessment 
had been carried out 
on the plans and that 
“consideration should 
be given to the appear¬ 
ance, scale, layout and 
landscaping to ensure 
the amenities and pri¬ 
vacy of local people are 
safeguarded”. 

The WNDC will dis¬ 
cuss the plans on Thurs¬ 
day.

challenge. 

He said: “To be honest, I would 
never have imagined my career 
was going to move in this direc¬ 
tion after my professional rugby 
career, but here we are, it’s hap¬ 
pening.

“Everyone can get involved 
in one way or another, so I will 
be using it as a vehicle to drive 
my message of acceptance out 
to people from all walks of life, 
everywhere.” 

Mr Cohen is due to travel to 
the USA for his Acceptance Tour 
from May 19-29, during which 
he will visit gay-friendly rugby 
clubs in Atlanta, New York, 
Washington DC and Seattle. 

He said: “There is a lot of 
work to be done. Attitudes need 
to change. 

“Young people should not be 
bullied into taking their own 
lives. That is what is happening 
and it needs to stop. 

“I’ve reached the top in my 
sport. 

“It has been an incredible 
journey and has put me in the 
privileged position I’m in today 
to be able to work on these ex¬ 
citing new projects through the 
‘Stand Up’ Brand. 

“As athletes, it’s not enough 
just to have strong bodies. 

“We must have strong charac¬ 
ters and use our voices to sup¬ 
port those who need and deserve 
it.”

Saints, the champi¬ 
ons in 2000, are the first 
team in the 16 seasons of 
the tournament to reach 
European club rugby’s 
showpiece final unbeat¬ 
en with eight wins from 
eight, and they take on 
Leinester at the Millen¬ 
nium Stadium this Sat¬ 
urday (ko 5pm). 

O’Driscoll took a blow 
to a knee against Ulster 
on Friday night, but if 
fit England full back 
Foden feels the remains 
wary of the 32-year-old 
captain of Ireland poses 
the biggest threat in a 
central axis alongside 
fellow internationals 
Jonny Sexton and Gor¬ 
don D’Arcy. 

“Leinster have quality 
players across the entire 
side,” said Foden.

“We all know the 
Heineken Cup is like 
football’s Champi¬ 
ons League and to be 
crowned the kings of 
Europe is such a huge 
honour. 

“We like to play a wide 
game and all the signs 
are that it is going to 
be a brilliant spectacle 
not only for the fans of 
the two sides, but also 
for the neutrals at the 
game. 

“Leinster are one of 
the truly greats in Eu¬ 
ropean club rugby, they 
are flying high and they 
are playing some great 
rugby - we saw their 
semi-final against Tou¬ 
louse and that was one 
hell of a game. 

“We will have to be 
right at top of our game 
if we want to win the 
Heineken Cup but, on 
the neutral ground of 
the Millennium Sta¬ 
dium, we have to fancy 
our chances.”
